“Mother Knows Best” is a collec- 
tion of what her publishers call nov- 
elettes, by Edna Ferber. They are, 
incidentally, printed amusingly, with 
colored insets between each of the 
stories, and a decoration further to 
give them the look of a separate 
book. They are short stories in the 
best American manner, and they prove 
that Edna Ferber has lost none of her 
cunning as a short story writer. They 
are excellently built, skillfully told, 
have just the flavor of surprise which 
led her early admirers, in the days 
when it was the highest praise to 
say it, to declare that she had in- 
herited the mantle Re, 0.
